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BACKED BY MILLIONS 

Plans for the Greatest Indus- 
trial Battle Ever Inaugurated. 



CONFLICT BEGINS MAY FIRST. 



Tha Opposing Parties Will Be the 
Mlnfn and Mlue Owners — The Kntlrs 
National Organisation of Miners, Com- 
prising One Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
sand Men. Will Be Directly Involved 
In a Demand ftaf Eight Hours to He a 
Day's Work- Other Labor News. 

PiTTsnrRd, .Inn '-3. — The miners of the 
T T nitcd States have just completed plans 
for the greatest industrial battle ever 
inaugurated in America. The conflict 
between the miners and the mine own 
ers will take place on the 1st of May. 
The entire National organization of 
miners. comprising 100,000 men. will be 
directly involved in a demand for the 
eight hour day. According to the fig- 
ures which are being given it will be a 
battle of millions of dollars against 
labor organizations, also backed by 
millions of money. 

At the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, held in Detroit 
■OHM weeks ago. it was decided to back 
the miners for eight hours next May. 
The utterances of tip* officers of Un- 
united Mine Workers on the subject 
leaves no doubt that the miners will 
make the right. 

An immense strike fund i.-> being made 
ready for the miners, and when the lat- 
ter go out the\ will have at their back 
for immediate use nearly $1,000,000. 
This fund will l«e swelled from time to 
time at the rate of 050,000 a week. 

W. J. Dillon, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Flint-glass Workers' union. United 
States organizer for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, yesterday gave the fol- 
lowing interview on the coming fight: 
"In the aggregate we figure OO ■boot 
180,000 miners to the United States. Al- 
ine ist 78,000 of these are active lnemliers 
of the United Mine Workers. The re- 
mainder are members of the organiza- 
tion when it comes toa struggle. These 
are the men who will strike for eight 
hours next May unless something unfore- 
seen should occur. 

"The Federation numbers about (190,- 
000 men and 000,000 men can be counted 
upon. For six weeks before May 1. 
strike contributions will l>e levied on the 
men ben at a rate of ten cents a week. 
This will make 1000,000 for the six- 
weeks. The formal ratification of the 

matter will take place at next month s 

convention of the United Mine Workers 
to be held in Columbus. O. 

"The latter organization has a strike 
fund of its own amounting to several 
hundred thousand dollars. Besides this, 
it will raise a special fund before the 
first, so that tfi.ooo.ooo will )»• ready by 
Mav i. on which to conduct the contem- 
plated conflict." 

THE RAILROAD STRIKE. 

Not u Truln Moving Over the ChlSssflS 
Msll Krie Itoatl. 

BtnmxaioN, bid., Jan. a.— The 

Striking Chicago and Erie employee had 
things their own way here yesterday, 
not a train moved und the several hun- 
dred passengers who were on the vesti- 
buled trains stopped here were sent out 
over the W abash. An effort of citizen-, 
to effect a compromise faiied, the offer 
made being rejected. 

All the brotherhoods are now in- 
volved, Chief Arthur telegraphing the 
engineers sustaining them in their re- 
fusal to ban! tiains manned by new em- 
ployes. At t> oclock yesterday evening 
u special train, carrying Superintendent 
Moorehead and a committee of con- 
ductors, left for Chicago for a confer- 
ence with Grand Chief Conductor Clark 
und General Manager Tucker. It is 
thought that a compromise may result 
and the strike brought to a close. 

The conference between Grand Chief 
Conductor Ciork, of the Order of Rail- 
road Conductors, with the men here, 
was a secret one, and it is not known 
what course will be pursued in regard 
to the dismissal of Train Dispatcher 
Scott. 

Three men only, copyists in the dis- 
patcher's office, refused to strike. The 
Krie grievance committee at Altoona, 
Pa. . is asked to assist. Passenger No, 1 
went through from Marion with noth- 
ing but the express car. 

Chicago switchmen have refused to 
handle Krie freight. All that is asked 
is the reinstatement of Scott. General 
Manager Tucker says this will never be

LkxinoTu.n. Ky.. Jan. 00.— News has 
reached here of a desperate shooting af- 
fray in Breathitt county. Several days 
ago Robert S. Comlis was returning 
home from a logging expedition, in 
Company with his brother and son. Gn 
Troublesome creek, seven miles from 
Jackson, the three men came upon a 
party of men who were engaged in a 
shooting match. 

Among them we:e John Fugate and 
James Miller. Jesse Field's saloon was 
close by the shooting ground, and the 
shooters were well filled with moon- 
shine. Fuga.e approached the elder 
Comlis and began abusing him because 
the hitter's nephew, C. W. Allen, had 
killed Nathan Fugate, a brother to 
John, not long ago. 

Miller so< n joiued in the row. and in a 
few minutes both men hail out their re 
vol vers ami were banging away at 
Comlis. who was unarmed. Nothing 
daunted, however, lie grabbed a Win- 
cheater from one of the by-etanden ami 

liegan firing at his assailants. The 
marksmanship of all three was poor, tor 
when the fulisade was over the only 
wounded inajj was Combe, who had a 
bullet in his r.iigh. Fugate and Miller 
got away, and have not been arrested. 

As both the Combe and Fugate families 

have lurge followings, thisuffairis likely 
to precipitate another Breathitt feud. 
Fugate is related to the notorious conn- 
tefeiters of that name, and has the 
strongest kind of backing among the 
worst element of the mountains. 

MYSTERIOUS BOX 

Containing Money and Notes Found in the 
Canal at Joliet. 111. 

Joliet, 111.. Jan. 00.— Wednesday one 

of the workmen who is employed in 
cleaning out the canal locks near Joliet, 
struck his pick against a heavy ob- 
stacle deeply iiutiedded in the mud 
of the canal. Investigation proved 
it to be s strong wooden box 
which was evidently lost or thrown 
away years ago. The foreman in charge 
of the work broke the box open und 
found some old legal pai*ers so badly 
damaged by wutcr as to be inelligible 

There was also a package of bank 
notes of different denominations on the 
Merchants' and Drovers' bank, of Joliet, 
which has been out of existence for over 
twenty years. The only find of real 
value was some Mexican and Spanish 
coins, amounting t<> about iJ5t», and an 
old Hint lock firearm resembling a horse 
pistol. Experts have taken charge of the 
papers, and hope by drying and chemical 
processes to decipher enough of the 
writing to ascertain U> whom the mys- 
terious looking box belonged.

lonal friends and of societies of which 
tin- king had been a iiTTinl er. 

The oTargy, followed by the guard of 
honor, proceeded -lowly down tie- center 
■isle, reading the burial psalms, .lust 
behind the cler^v followed a body of 
uallbearera, who lure the i jfrin. dra] ed 

in liawiiau colors and heaped with flow- 
ers, to the bier within the chancel. As 

tin' coffin wiis borne into the chancel the 
clergy, comprising all the ministers of 

the Episcopal faith in the city, vith the 
exception of Bishop Kipp. who was ill. 
and his assistant, Btuiop Nichols, ar 
ranged themselves on either side, A se- 
lection from Scripture was then read by 
Bishop Bpaulding, of St. James' church, 
and a hymn, ••Jerusalem, the Golden."

We made directly for the open country. 
The only weapons Carried were bolas, of 
which tliere lire two kind-, one made with 
two balls, called somai.nud one with three 

balls, called aehloo. The sohioo is gsuer- 

ally used. Tiese weapons lire made of 
stones, about twice the size of u baseball, 
made round by rubbtllg by t he women of 
the tribes. Some are made of iron, and 
the most valuable of all are of copper, 
which, betntf smaller in proportion to their 
weight, offer less resistance to theuir when 

thrown. About eighteen ouneee is the 

customary weight. 

THE GAME SIGHTED. 
Each of these balls is laid in a circular 
piece of raw gWUMOO hide, which has holes 
around the edge- Thepiecewarelltteilclo.se 
to the ball by passing one end of the main 
thong through the holes aud drawing it 
tight. The thongs are nine feet long, and 
are made in two sections, which, while the 
hide is fresh, are twisted together. BO o-s to 
form n rope with two strands, the strength 
of which is very great. Two of t liese ropes 
SIS attached to cub ball. In thi' three ball 
bolas the six ropes are joined together in a 
neat splice, which forms a handle. 

The bolas Is to the Etaagonlaa what the 

boomerang i- to the Australian. 

We had ridden B few miles into the prai- 
rie, or savannah, when a scout who led ns 
at some distance held up his hand as a sig 

nal that same was sighted. Imme d iat e l y 

our line of hunters spread out in a curved 
line, and in a minute every hor-e w a- in 
motion at a slow trot. As we Beared the 
BCOUt I came to the top of a slight ri-- in 
the ground, and then I saw in the valley 
on the other side about forty of these 
llamas, which supply the native wiih his 
food, his dwelling, his clothes and half his 
weapon. 

The herd had been held by the scout 
skillfully imitating the cry of n young 
deer in distress, and until we topped the 
rise the animals gazed curiously. Then 
i hey started, making for the hill that lay 
behind us. Uut our line, skillfully disposed, 
rendered a wide circuit on their part neces- 
sary. This speed II j confu s ed them. Though 
their lleet limbs might have saved them 
BBsily in a straight run, they scattered 
wildly, and ran hither and thither at light* 
at ng speed, swerving at every approach in 
their half blind career to a hunter aud 
screaming in nervous excitement . 

Kach hunter singled out Ids prey, and 
then I saw why the girdle was worn by the 
hunters outside the mantle. Loosening 
the garment at the throat o-s he galloped, 
the wearer let it drop to the belt, thus 
leaving his arms free and unencumbered, 
while its ends Happed and Muttered like 
wings, still further adding to the terror of 
the timid animals under pursuit. 

A CO-UOCI sh i m:. 
Seeing that the hunt simply ran to and 
fro and did ti"t get away from the valley, 

I reined in my hone and watched the curi- 
ous scene. The guan.ieos ran and lifter 
them rode the hunters, each grasping in 
his right hand the bolas, w hose I hree balls, 
lying close together, circled slowly round 
mid round his head. Kuch horse, though 

(eel ing the lever ol the chase, answered to 

a pressure of the knees, and the rider's 
.■us were lixed upon the game. 

Nearer and near drew the Meet horses, 
and then the bolas made a swifter, shorter 
revolution, the grasp wius released and 
away sped the missile. 

Now and only now I saw the true value or 
this weapon. As it left the hand the three 
bulls, lying side by side, suddenly diverged 
under the action of centrifugal force, and 
spreading out, the weapon appeared trans- 
formed into a rigid triangular frame, which 
turned over and over in its Might. 

Urged by the stalwart arm of the native 
it flew straight Ui the mark, and striking 
the guanacooii the shoulder, the impetus 
communicated to the balls coiled one 
thong in a suffocating twist round the 

Buimal's aaok, a second around both legs 

und the third around the body, the ball 
btriking the side with a heavy blow which 
broke two ribs.
